GROWTH OF TROUT. 





Age, Food and Temperature Seem to 
Have No Bearing on Size. 

The salvelinus fontinallis, which Is 
currently but Inaccurately called brook 
| trout, was supposed for many years to 
jbe a small fish. Agassiz was largely 
| instrumental In exploding this fallacy. 
says the St. Paul Dispatch It Is not 
/an uncommon thing for an angler with 
‘ordinary luck to get a six or seven- 
| pound trout of this variety. It Is known 
| that a trout may grow to weigh eleven 
or twelve pounds. There is, however, 
great difficulty In accounting for Its 
variation in size. 

In Northeastern Canada there are 
large streams and lakes in which only 
' fngerlings have ever been found. In 
| the immediate vicinity of such waters 








three and four-pound trout are quite 
common and seven and eight-pounders 
are not phenomenal. In all these wa- 
ters crustacea do not abound; there are 
no smal] fish of any kind except small 
trout. All the fish are pure tly feed- 
ers. At some places, It ts true, frogs 
abound, but, taken as a whole. the dif- 
ference In food supply is nut an ade- 
quate explanation for the difference In 
growth, 

There !s no substantial difference In 
the waters as to temperature, size, orl- 
gin and course. Climatic conditions 
are the same. The small trout taken to 
virgin lakes in which there are no fish 
have sometimes grown to a great size, 
have sometimes remained smal! and 
sometimes have not thriven. The 
anglers who haunt these waters have 
not yet found a satisfactory explana- 
tlon of this peculiar condition of things. 
It Is one of the mysteries which lends 
fascination to the art. “You never can 
tell what !s going to happen when you 
go fishing.”

Not the Safeblower or the Anarchist, 
bat the Professional. 

“The finished type of the dynamiter 
is the man who bas had the ability te 
rise and the luck to survive long enough 
to graduate from the plant aud become 
an agent. In his best embodiment the 
explosives agent is something of a 
chemist, something of a quarryman, 
something of an electrician, a good deal 
of a mineralog!st and, above a!!, a mana 
of resource and coolness. It is he whe 
does the exploding. 

“The factory gets notice from a rall- 
road that a contract is open for the de- 
struction of a ledge of cock which 
blocks its line of advance. Away goes 
the agent with bis gripsack full of 
ready-made destruction to look the 
thing over. First he draws upon his 
mineralogic lore to determine the na- 
ture of the rock. If it Is very bard he 
uses a high grade of bis explosive, 
which delivers a quick, shattering blow. 
In case of soft rock the ‘ower grade 
supplies a biast which will produce a 
wider effect, although !¥ will not break 
the dislodged rock Into 
pieces. 

“Next. as a quarryman, he considers 
the nature of the ledge and the tndl- 
eated fissures or velns and pians bis 
driliing accordingly. Then be must at- 
tend to the drilling of the holes, the 
tamping of the charge. and—here bis 
electrical knowledge is called for, the 
arrangement of the batteries. After a 
few blasts he gives the rallroad com- 
pany his estimate and if it is accepted 
be may oversee the Job bimself."— 
American Magazlue.
